The Augusta Chronicle and Sentinel of 
Tuesday, brings us the particulars in full of 
the auel fought on Sunday, just outside of 
the corporate limits of the manufacturing 
town of Graniteville, South Carolina, be- 
tween two gentlemen of Augusta. The 
weapons used were Colt's navy revolvers, 
loaded by gunsthiths fo Augusta, the distance 
was fifteen paces. The principals were Cap- 
tain Wm. M. D’Antignac, of Augusta, and 
Mr. Dell, of St. Louis, Missouri, who has 
been residing in Augusta for some time past. 
A difficulty occurred between the parties 
Friday night, which resulted in Captain 
D’Antignac striking Mr. Dell. Before the 
fizht could progress any further, a number of 
gentlemen present interfered, and prevented 
further hostilities. A challenge was sent to 
Captain D’Antignac by Mr. Dell, through 
Mr. G. E. Ratcliffe. The invitation was 
a cepted, and the challenged party named as 
his friend Mr. J. B. Harriss. The matter‘hav- 
lag gained some little publicity, the parties 
were arrested, appeared before Judge Olin, 
waved a preliminary examination, and gave 
bond each, in the sum of one thousand dol- 
lars to keep the peace, 

Saturday night the challenge was renewed 
and after a consultation between seconds, 
the meeting was arranged to take 
place at Graniteville at seven o'clock the nex! 
morning. ‘Ten of twelve persons accompa- 
nied the party to witness the duel, and Drs. 
Campbell, Carter and Ford, went to give 
medical assistance if needed. After being 
| arranged on the ground, Mr. Harriss was se- 
lected to give the word. Ile repeated the 
usual formula, and at the word the parties 
fired. Mr. Dell was uninjured, but Captaia 
D’ Anitignac had a natrow escape. His an- 
tagonist’s ball entered the left lappel of his 
coat and passed out pear the arm without 
raising the skin. Mr. Dell not being satisfied, 
the duel proceeded. At the second fire Cap- 
tain D. was uninjured his ball entered Mr. D's. 
right leg, a few inches above the knee, inflict- 
ing @ flesh wound, and passed into the lefi 
leg making a wound of a serious character. 
Phis ended the duel. The parties all returned 
to Augusta without being arrested.
